It will be recalled that in 1909, 
Portugal sent out General Macha- 
do to the Ent, in on effort ta scttle 
the boundary Issue, it being then 
fhoped to draw up a Convention 
with the Chinese authoritios on 
the subject. The Chinese commis- 
sioner, Kao, came’ to Hongkong 
for the purpose, but after some 
three months in discussion it was’ 
found impossible to reach aon 
agreement, ae
